| Protestantism had hardly begun to be estab. 

lished in Germany, when it penetrated the Low 

Country, then under the dominion of Charles V. 

Various causes had prepared the Dutch and 
Belgians to receive eageriy the doctrines of the 
Reformation. First, the seventeen provineeg 
had preserved extensive political privileges 
although subjected to the sceptre of the house 
of Spain; and it is well known that civil libs 
erty has ever been a powerful means of intro. 
ducing religious liberty. Secondly, the inhab. 
itants of the northern provinces had an exten. 
sive maritime commerce, which gave them, 
intercourse with many foreigners who professed 
the principles of Lutheranism ; And the inhab- 
itants of the southern provinces, (known under 
the name of F’landers,) were then the most ing, 
dustrious people of Europe. But, industry 
and Popery rarely go together harmoniously, 
and the Flemish complained much of the idle. 
ness and rapacity of the monks. Thirdly, the 
celebrated Lrasmus, who was born at Rotter- 
dam, had exerted a great influence over his 
fellow-citizens, covering with ridicule many of 
the Romish traditions ; for, as the popular pro... 
verb says, “ rasmus lard the egg and Luthen 
hatched it.” Lastly, many youth of the first, 
families went to study in foreign universities, , 
because the academy of Louvain had then little | 
celebrity, and they carried hack to their coun.
